Fred Smythe 
and John D. Townsend, of New York—opposed 
their adoption upon two grounds: First, because 
they apparently conveyed in their tone inetruc- 
tions to the delegates; and, secondly, because, in 
mentioning the name of Mr. Tilden alone, it cave 
the idea that he alone of New York statesmen 
could carry the State of New York.

Mr. Townsend thereupon prepared an amend- 
ment setting forth that either Sammel J. Tilden, 
Horatio Seymour, or Sanford k. Church could, in 
the judgment of the Convention, carry the State of 
New York, and submitted it to Mr. John Kelly and 
Mr. Augustus Schell, who favored it, and agreed 
to support his amendment in the Convention. In 
conscquence of an unexvectea de@ention in a Com- 
mittee-room, Mr. Kelly and Mr. Schell were not 
in the Convention at the time when the amendment 
should have been offered; and, upon the advice of 
Mr. Smythe, who thought that its introdaction 
without their sap might result in failure, the 
motion was abandoned. ry the anti-Tilden men 
of the party. the nonfntroduction of the amend.

FINANCIAL. 

The report of the Committee on the Condition of 
the University, read in the forenoon, was taken up 
for action. e first three sections were adopted 
without debate. 

Those relating to the sale of land were explained 
by the Committee. Judge Goodrich said that t 
University expected to not oat? give its friends 
who purchased lots the full worth of their money, 
but a bargain besides. When the U y was 
started, a number of its friends bought some of its 
lands to help it and they all of money. 
The prospects for a pro le investment were not 
half as good then as under the plan proposed now. 

Dr. Perrine made his annual address upon the 

desirability of throwing a shield over the endow- 
ments of the University, and holding them invio- 
* sacred. But, as the charter cannot be chang- 
ed, his address was thrown N although many 
of the Board believe, with him, in the desirability 
— an endowment which cannot be 
sold. 
Gov. Evans related how he and bis associates 
had started the University on a capital of $1, 000, 
Each Trustee bought two lots for $1, 000 in iand 
which they had just bought for $75 an acre. And 
they all made money by it. 

Various members 2 theit satisfaction 
with the plan proposed, pledged themselves to do 
all in their power to further the sale of the lots 
offered, and stating their belief that the sum 
needed will be raised within a 2 Dr. Haney, 
for one, thought that the Methodist brethren would 
take kindly to the place if it gave them a chance to 
make money. 

Dr. Davis expressed his satiefaction at the plan. 
After the debt is paid it will reauire only ordinary 
business yo yo to ran the institution within 
its income, and make it one that cannot easily be 


of over $5, 700. 

The entire report was adopted without opposi- 
tion, and the fortunate presence of Gov. Kvans at 
the meeting of the Board has resulted in a move- 
ment which will undoubtedly relieve the University 
of its indebtedness within a year or two, and open 
ud a grand and successful fature. Even in the 
present hard times, the University is better off 
than most of its competitors in the country. and, 
if now out of debt, has ample revenues for all its 
expenditares. 

CHURCH WORK. 

Mr. Hoag read g statement showing the work for 
the church dane by the University. in 1874-5 the 
tuition fees femitteg to theological students 
amounted to $2,344.10, and in 1875-'6 to 
$3, 075. 15.

MINERS’ WAGES. _ 

Surrrutp, June 21.—The w to-day 
says: A further reduction of per cent in 
the miners’ wages in the West Riding of Yorkshire 
is about to be made, and itis thought will be ac- 


cepted.” 

The Secretary of the Miners’ Union has written 
to all the miners’ lodges: ** We are on the eve of a 
terrible crisis, and there is not to be a strike, but 
terms are to be made somehow.” Heassures the 
miners that if a strike is begum, there is every like- 
lihood of its continuing some time, with a possi- 
bility of having to submit toa still greater reduc- 
tion. 

GRANT’S MESSAGE ON THE EXTRADITION TREATY. 

Lonpox, June 22—5 a. m.—The Standard says: 

We hope President Grant's message does not ex- 
press the settled determination of the American 
Government relative tothe extradition question. 
We infer from the message that if we will concede 
somewhat an arrangement is possible. It is un- 
fortunate that an amended treaty was not negoti- 
ated in 187. It is the business of practical states- 
men to repair the mistake inthe best way pos- 


sible.”’ 

The Times says: ‘* The termination of the Ex- 
tradition Treaty is acalamity. It ie satisfactory to 
note that President Grant expresses a readiness to 
open negotiations for a more efficient treaty. The 
President is scarcely just in representing the Brit- 
ish Government as pressing for a new treaty under 
a menace of terminating the existing one. 
It is clear there would no 
difficulty of extending the list of cxtradition crimes 
between Great Britain and the United States so aa 
to include all crimes mentioned in the act of 1870. 
If the latter desires to include even more crimes 
Great Britain would to consider the 
question, even though the conditions might en- 
tail a new act of Parliament. Weobserve with picae- 
ure that, while President Gtrant refuses to accede to 
the insertion fn the existing treaty ofa provision that 
persons shall only be tried for the crimes for which 
they are extradited, he does not commit himself to 
a declaration that he would resist its insertion in a 
new treaty.” 

The Times concludes: ‘*‘We emphatically repeat 
the hope that no considerations of pique or punc- 
tilio will be allowed to interfere with the negotia- 
tion of a new treaty.”’

It Is Likely that Criminal Proceedings 
Will Be Commenced Against 
B. F. Allen. 


The Depositors Anxious for the Receiver to 
Declare a Dividend. 


An adjourned meeting of the creditors of the 
Cook County National Bank was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at the Grand Pacific Hotel. The attend- 
ance was large, and embraced the States of Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Indiana, representing 
a clear majority of the liabilities of the defunct 
concern. 

The meeting was called to order and organized by 
the selection of Joseph J. Kelley, of Clinton, III., 
as President, and D. A. Barnes, of Delavan, Wis., 
as Secretary. 

The first business was the reception of reports 
from individuals upon the information they had 
gained in reference to the condition of the affairs 


of the collapsed bank. 

Mr. W. H. Harper stated that he had had an inter- 
view with A. H. Burley, the Receiver. a short time 
ago, inwhich he had expreseed the opinion that 
the concern would be able to pay 10 ver cent. 

r. Haddox, of Davenport, la,, said he had 
hada later interview through a second party, and 
therefrom he had gained the idea that the bank 
wonld pay 20 per cent or more. 

Mr. zaston, of Chicago, then read the Receiv- 
er's report of Jarhary last, and explained it in de- 
tail, and moved the 1 —— of a committee to 
co-operate with the Receiverin the settlement of 
the aflaire of the concern. Ie called the attention 
of the meeting to the fact that the course 
of Mr. Burley had been questionable, inasmuch as 
he had paid out considerable money as Interest on 
mortyayges which he regarded

Ho cited as an instance the boulevard property, 
which would not now sell for enough to secure the 
mortgage upon it. Rather than to continue to pay 
such interest he would have the money preserved 
anda dividend declared at the ear.icst possible 
moment in favor of the creditors, 

In reply, a creditor inquired whether the Re- 
colver's report as to assets covered Allen's Iowa 
property and the claims against stockholders. 

r. Euston replied that the report did 
not cover the lowa roperty or the a- 
bility of the stockholders. He ad, how- 
ever, in the last few days, seen a notice 
served on Chauncey T. Bowen, asa stockholder, to 
pay $45, 000 [laughter]. which he regarded asa poor 
omen. He was in favor of appointing a committee 
to operate with the Receiver in stling the bank 
affairs, and had no disposition to crowd the stock- 
holders, thinking that more could be accomplished 
by effecting a compromise. 

A creditor arose in response to say that Burley 
had told bim that in the last few days he had col- 
lected $25,000 from a Milwaukee party, and had 
refused to pay interest on the boulevard property. 
lle did not want to slur Mr. Burley, but was op- 
posed to ao any further interest money on 
property of questionable value. 

Mr. Barnes said he knew Mr. Buriey, and had 
confidence in him. Hehad met him a few days ago 
and seen in his hands a letter to the Comptroller at 
Washington asking thata dividend of 5 or 6 per 
cent be declared in favor of creditors at once. He 
knew, withthe former speaker, that there was

Several creditore 4 thie connection volunteered 
the information they had, which was, in effect, 
that Allen had iseued fraudulent certificates of de- 
posit to Sturges, upon which he run his corner, to 
the detriment of the creditors of the bank.

It finally drifted, however, into 
a consideration of the responsibility of the several 
stockholders. principal among whom are Gen. 
Logan, Lyman Trumbull, and Washington Bush- 
nell. in which Mr. Barnes said that Mr. Burley had 
assured him that out of the $500,000 stock it 
would be impossible to collect more than $150, 000.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


A Distressing State of Affairs Among Pen- 
syivania Miners. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wi.xrssanne, Pa., June 21.—Considerable un- 
easiness pervades the entire coal-fleld over a ru- 
mored outbreak of the tarbulent portion of the un- 
employed laporing men, who, it is said, are de- 
coming desperate in the terribly straightened times 
through which we are passing. Almost a general 
suspension prevails, as only a few collieries are 
operating, and that only one or two weeks each 
month, while nearly all the rest are abandoned in- 
definitely. This city is thronged with idle miners 
who are willing and anxious to wotk at any- 
thing, and for almost any price, but can- 
not find employment. The most exciting 
rumors are current, but not much 
credence is placed in them as yet. It is stated that 
bands of men are holding midnight military drills 
in all parts of the county, and that large quantities 
of rifles and ammunition are being spirited into the 
mining region. 

Hearing that there was some anxicty in military 
circles over the situation, Tux TRisUNeE correspond- 
ent called at Maj.-Gen. Osborne's headquarters 
this evening, but was informed that there was no 
uneasiness as yet. Although there may be no 
cause for genuine alarm in the present develop- 
ments, there is fear that, unless there is a speedy 
change for the better, trouble will arise from 
the continued and enforced idleness of the work- 


ingmen.

The nomination of Harrs and WHrELER 
was ratified last evening by the Republicans 
of Chicago in mass-meeting at McCormick 
Hall, and all that is now needed to set the 
campaign fairly afoot is a head to hit on the 
other side. Speeches were made by Sxxx 
Surrn, Emery A. Sronns, and others, and 
the ratification was hearty and enthusiastic. 


The resignation of Comptroller Hares was 
handed in yesterday, and the only surprise 
was that it had not been done thirty days 
ago. It would have saved the city much 
embarrasament and delay, and spared the 
members of the Council the unpleasant duty 
of providing for his arbitrary dismissal. The 
nomination of Mr. FanwxzL. will lead to an 
immediate arrangement of the city finances, 
and the relief of the long unemployed ser- 
rants of the city. 


Ald. Hu Durrn has had the grace and good 
sense to tender his resignation as a mem- 
ber of the Common Council, thereby reliev- 
ing that body of the performance of an un- 
pleasant duty. While the late Alderman 
from the Seventh Ward is ufiquestionably a

There is a more hopeful feeling in Wash- 
ington respecting the probability of an 
early adjournment. The House has entered 
upon the consideration“of the Sundry Civil 
bill, the last of the twelve appropriation bills, 
which has been reported in a condensed form, 
and is expected to pass the House this week. 
There is also a prospect that the appropria- 
tions dead-lock will be terminated by means 
of concessions on the part of the House 
majority, it being held by many 
of the Democrats that a reluc- 
tan. and enforced acquiescence in 
the ‘increased appropriations insisted 
upon by the Senate will serve as well as con- 
tinued obstinacy for political capital, and 
that the Democrats will get the credit of 
good intentions in the matter of retrench- 
ment. Then, too, the outlook is favorable 
for a speedy disposition of the impeachment 
trial, so that it will be possible for both 
Houses to adjourn in a month from this 
time.

The delogation from California at Cincin- 
nati exprossed themselves confidently, and 
all that has been heard from that State since 
is to the same effect, that the nomination of 
Hares would unite the whole Republican 
party, and that California may safely be 
counted for the Republican candidates. In 
Louisiana there is a Republican majority on 
a fair count of 20,000, and in Mississippi a 
majority of 35,000. If the Admmistration 
will see to it that the proper precautions are 
taken and the legal machinery provided to 
enforce the lawe, and thereby secure an 
honest election, both of these States will 
certainly vote for Hayes and Ware ter. 
This leaves but Indiana and New York in the 
list of doubtful States. If Mr. Henpnicxs 
be not on the Democratic ticket, Indiana will 
give Hares 15,000 majority.in October, and, 
having thus settled and determined the re- 
sult of the election, New York and Connecti- 
cut and probably Maryland will add their 
votes to swell the Republican majority, giv- 
ing Hayes between two-thirds and three- 
fourths of the whole electoral vote. 

It will be seen that the Democratic candi- 
date must receive all the votes put down in 
the list of Democratic States, and also the 
votes of Louisiana, Mississippi, Indiana, and 
New York, to be elected. He cannot spare 
a vote. Indiana is as essential as New York, 
and the loss of even California or Connecti- 
out will be fatal. 

The nomination by the St. Louis Conven- 
tion will determine which of these States 
the Democratic candidate will lose. No 
matter who may be nominated, there will be 
no chgnge in the 180 votes which are certain 
forthe Republican candidate. The rejec- 
tion of Tow will be equivalent to an 
abandonment of New York, and, conse- 
quently, of the campaign; while the rejec- 
tion of Henpnuicxs will be the surrender of 
Indiana to the Republicans without a serious 
contest, and with it the whole election. The 
rather improbable union of Henpricxs and 
Tow on the same ticket may have the 
effect of inspiring Democratic hope and pro- 
longing the contest, but, on such a ticket, 
the two candidates would neutralize one an- 
other and render defeat certain. Any other 
candidates than Torx and Hewpricss will 
be equivalent to a surrender of the election 
to Hayes and Wurz. Whichever way 
the Democrats may arrange their ticket, the

This same Congress has also delayed the 
passage of a bill for exchanging what silver 
there is on hand for greenbacks, which 
in turn can be exchanged for fractionals, 
thus facilitating the transfer. Such a 
bill will probably become a law within a few 
days (it having passed the House and been 
reported .n the Senate), and this will afford 
considerable relief. Meanwhile some $3,000, - 
000 more of silver has been issued than 
the amount of fractionals retired, as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has paid out about 
that amount on Government orders against 
the Treasury. The strain comes partly on 
account of the folly of the people in hoard- 
ing fractionals for exchange, but mainly be- 
cause the Democratic Congress has refused 
legislation that might have averted the 
small-change famine without otherwise affect- 
ing the condition of the currency. The 
best indication of relief, however, is in the 
fact that a large part of the silver already in 
circulation is the old coin which has come in 
from Canada, from California, out of old 
stockings, etc., which shows that the people 
have made up their minds at last that silver 
is no longer worth hoarding.

The revel@tions concerning Tripen’s shin- 
plaster mill in Northern Michigan continues.

The whole amount of the currency issued 
was over $100,000,000, and it had an exclu- 
sive run from 1863 until 1874, when some 
persons were indicted for counterfeiting it, 
and the Court discharged the prisoners on 
the ground that the currency itself was 
fraudulent and illegal, and it was no crime to 
counterfeit it. At the same time, the rev- 
enue Officers began to demand the internal 
revenue tax, and began to take evidence as 
to the amount in circulation. The tax was 
10 pér cent, and for the twelve years amount- 
ed to at least $10,000,000. But, by some 
secret manipulation, a bill was smuggled 
through Congress on the night of March 3, 
1875, remitting this tax, except for the last 
year. Here was the apostle of hard money 
talking and writing to the people upon the 
destructive demoralization of paper money, 
and pointing out the glories of hard money, 
while for twelve years he was running two 
milis for the manufacture of rag money, and 
palming it off on the miners as better than 
gold. Up in Michigan he took the broad 
ground that the paper issued by himself was 
as good, if not better, than the greenbacks. 
Sam also had several stores in the neighbor- 
hood of his mines, where groceries, and dry 
goods, and a variety of other articles were 
for sale, and Sam made his notes legal-tender 
in exchange for these goods. His notes be- 
ing legal-tender only at his own stores, the 
unfortunate holders had to make all their 
purchases from Iorxx, who thus pocketed 
a handsome extra profit on the sale of his 
wares.

RETIREMENT OF SECRETARY BRISTOW. 

We doubt whether any publie officer for 
these many years bas received so general and 
hearty an acknowledgment of his services as 
has Benszamin H. Barstoweon vacating the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury. There has 
been no dissent from these tributes, and no 
omission to pay them, except in those circles 
infected by the whisky thieves. All agree in 
commending his great work of break- 
ing down the most formidable conspiracy 
ever organized to rob the Government, but 
the New York Times properly extols his mod- 
esty, and truly says that In the midst of in- 
fluences not wholly favorable to a strictly 
honorable administration of his office, he has 
never perverted his great powers to his own 
purposes or used them for any but the pub- 
lic service.” The New York Tribune reca- 
pitulates his services, and adds that his ad- 
ministration has also been distinguished by 
giving the world a conspicuous example of 
official purity, and proving that a high sense 
of honor and duty is not always want- 
ing in our public functionaries.” The 
New York LZvening Post says that he 
quits his office with a reputation that is 
worth more to such a man as he than any po- 
litical success could be; he has not only es- 
caped stain, but has done much to remove-p 
stains from the national fame.” The Spring- 
field Republican says that he has endeared 
himself to the entire people not only by his 
pluck and constancy, his readiness to take 
personal risks in their cause, his fortitude 
under discouragements and reverses, and the 
bull-dog tenacity of his grip,” but also by 
the rare discretion aud modesty with which 
he has borne his laurels.” Such testimonials 
could be added by the score. 

There is a disposition, nevertheless, to find 
some political significance in Secretary BRIS- 
row's retirement now, and in many quarters 
it is attributed to uncomfortable personal 
relations with the President. We do not 
believe there is any good ground for such an 
assumption. Not but that the attorneys 
and agents of the Whisky Ring have made 
desperate and ingenious efforts to create dis- 
sension between President Grant and the ex- 
Secretary, but it is to the credit of both that 
these attempts have not been permitted to 
succeed. The President has never by word 
or action intimated his regret that he discov- 
ered a man with sufficient courage, judg- 
ment, and vigor to break up the revenue 
rings, notwithstanding some of those who 
had been intimately associated with the 
President were among the victims of the 
general wreck. Nor did Secretary Bristow 
permit any disagreeable personal experiences 
nor the demands of his private business to 
persuade him to abandon the work he had 
undertaken before it was fully accomplished. 
The vote for Mr. Bristow in the Cincinnati 
Convention was a spontaneous acknowledg- 
ment on behalf of a very large part of the 
Republican party of his eminent services to 
the country, and an indication that a large 
part of the entire people would like to have 
the same kind of service in a more ex- 
tended capacity. But as Mr. Baris 
Tow was not a candidate by his personal 
exertions, and ashe has indorsed the nomi-

If he was an honest Republican 
he would be in favor of the Fourth of July, for he 
dare not go to the country in opposition to it, and 
if he were a Democrat he would want to celebrate 
the Fourth of July, becanse then patriotiem would 
be big in his bosom—as big as it was in bie own.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

A correspondent writes, asking wherein 
the Republican platform gives any better or 
more pointed promise of Civil-Service Reform 
than any previous declaration by either party. 
It is not possible for a political Convention 
to frame a code of laws in detail. The most 
it can do is to particularize an abuse and de- 
mand its discontinuance. The Republican 
Convention in 1868 proposed a reform in the 
Civil Service, and Gen. Grant, after he be- 
came President, addressed himself to bring 
about that reform. He persevered even 
against an adverse majority jn both Houses 
of Congress, and only abandoned it when 
Congress refused the necessary legislation. 

The trouble in the way of any reform in 
the Civil Service lies in Congress. The cor- 
ruption, demoralization, and degradation of 
the Civil Service is the result largely, if not 
exclusively, of the fact that che appoint- 
ing power vested by the Constitution 
in the Executive has been seized 
and is now exercised by the Legislature. The 
aim of the Constitution was to separate the 
Legislature from the distribution of patron- 
age, while the fact is, the whole patronage of 
the Federal Government is administered by 
Senators and members of Congress. If the 
President dare to appoint a Postmaster or 
a Collector of Revenue in Illinois against the 
wish or without the approval of the Senator 
whose term is nearly expired, all that Sena- 
tor has to do is to state the fact to the Sen- 
ate, and that body will refuse to confirm the 
appointment made by the President. In the 
Senate a common bond unites the mem- 
bers to maintain the authority and right of 
the Senators to compel the President to ap- 
point only such persons as are designated by 

the Senators. A portion of this patronage 
is conceded to the Representatives in Con- 
gress, who act in concert with the Senators 
in demanding the right to name all the per. 
sons who shall be appointed by the Presi. 
dent. The character and fitness of the off. 
cers have no bearing on the question the 

President must appoint the men who are 

presented to him, 

It ia useless to talk of reforming the Civil

ment is maintained. That must be broken 


up, and, when it is broken up, the service 
will quickly reform itself. Deprived of their 
Congressional patrons, the dishonest and in- 
competent officers will drop out, and better 
men take their places. The Republican Con- 
vention met this abuse squarely by asserting 
that under the Constitution the President 
and heads of departments have the sole 
power to make appointments; the Senate 
is to advise and consent to such appoint- 
ments, and the House of Representatives is 
to accuse and prosecute faithless officers; 
that these distinctions should be respected ; 
that Senators and Representatives who may 
be judges and accusers should not dictate 
appointments, and the invariable rule for all 
appointments should have reference to the 
honesty, efficiency, and capacity of 
those appointed. Here is a direct pointing 
out of the particular abuse which has de- 
moralized the Civil Service. TheConvention 
specifies the infamy which must be correct- 
ed. The party stands pledged not only gen- 
erally to the reform of the Civil Service, but 
to the complete breaking up of the per- 
nicious system of having Federal appoint- 
ments dictated by members of either House 
of Congress. The moment that system is 
broken up there will be a decided improve- 
ment in the character of the men appointed 
to office, and also in the character of the men 
elected to the Senate and the House of 
Representatives. It may be said that the 
members of Congress will never voluntarily 
surrender the patronage they enjoy, and that 
the President must be helpless until Con- 
gress agrees and co-operates with him. But 
the evil can be reached by constitutional 
amendment,—one now pending in Congress 
being as follows: 

Art. —, Sc. 1. All Postmasters, Marshals, 
Assessors, and Collectors, except Collectors of 
Customs duties, shall be chosen for a term of four 
years, ata general election of the electors of the 
district, city, town, or village in which the duties 
of their offices are to be performed. 

Sec. 2. The Congress shall enact suitable laws 
to execute the foregoing article, and to insure the 
faithful discharge of the duties of euch officers, 
and for theit removal by the President for official 
misconduct, and in case of a removal for an ap- 
pointment, until the next general election, and 
for filling vacancies in such offices. 

Art. —, Sec. 1. The Congress shall enact suita- 
ble laws for the prevention and punishment of 
official misconduct, and to insure official accounta- 
bility. 

— 2. No person indieted for bribery or for 
converting the public money, or called as witness 
in relation thereto, shall be excused from testify- 
ing on the ground that his testimony will tend to 
criminate himself; and any person convicted of 
such bribery or conversion shall not be pardoned, 
and shall be disqualified from holding any ofiice of 
honory trust, or profit ander the United States. 

Under an amendment like this all the per- 
sonal patronage within the States would be 
taken from members of Congress and placed 
in the hands of the people. With regard to 
the other minor officers, they should be ap- 
pointed fora term of years, and, except the 
Cabinet and leading political officers, should 
be subject to removal only for incapacity, 
dishonesty, neglect, or unfitness, 


THE EXTRADITION QUARREL. 

Now, that the practical abrogation of the 
Extradition Treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain has been formally an- 
nounced, it is well to recall the circum- 
stances which have led to it, and to fix the 
responsibility for so unfortunate an event 
just where it belongs. 

Extradition between the two countries has 
been conducted for nearly twenty-five years 
under the Asapurton Treaty of 1842, and 
there has never been a complaint during all 
that time from either side of a violation of 
its terms. It includes some half-a dozen or 
more of the chief felonies recognized by the 
laws of the two countries, and extradition is 
necessarily limited to these offenses, It has 
never been attempted, nor even contem- 
plated, we think, by the authorities of either 
country, to arraign for a political offense 
any person surrendered under the treaty. 
This would be a breach of national faith, 
fully recognized by international law, and it 
required no express stipulation in the treaty. 
But in both countries men surrendered for 
one crime have been tried subsequently for 
another which was included in the list of 
extradictable offenses. There is at least 
one instance of this having been done 
in England with an offender surren- 
dered by the United States, and there 
are two'instances of it in this country. There 
was no protest on either side. When Law- 
RENCE, the smuggler, was surrendered by the 
British Government some time since, the 
surrender was made on a single charge of 
forgery, against which the culprit had a de- 
fense, though there were some ten or eleven 
other charges of forgery against which he has 
no defense. The right of the United States 
Government to arraign LawRENcE on these 
other charges has been asserted by our De- 
partment of Justice, and sustained not only 
by American lawyers, but also by distinguish- 
ed members- of the English Bar, among 
whom are J. P. Brenzamin and Epwarp 
CuaRKE. But it is this position which in- 
duced Lord Derny to make a demand upon 
our Government in the cases of WINS OW and 
Brent that it should guarantee that these 
men should not be tried on any other charge 
than that for which they were to be surren- 
dered (forgery). The demand was not ac- 
ceded to, because it was not warranted by 
the terms of the Extradition Treaty, and 
hence the two persons named have been dis- 
charged from custody. After this, there wag 
nothing for the United States Government to 
do but declare the treaty abrogated, and, un- 
til another treaty shall be made, to neither 
demand nor surrender fugitive criminals. 

The demand of the British Government 
did not come in the shape of a proposition 
to amend the treaty, but rested entirely up- 
on a municipal law of Great Britain, passed 
in 1870, and declaring that a fugitive crim- 
inal shall not be surrendered to a foreign 
State unless provision is made by the law of 
that State or by arrangement that the fugi- 
tive criminal shall noi, until he has been re 
stored or had an opportunity of returning tu 
Her Majesty’s dominions, be detained or 
tried in that foreign State for any offense 
committed prior to his surrende. otuer than 
the extradition crime proved by the facts on 
which the surrender is grounded.” Of 
course it was not possible for the United 
States Government to acknowledge itself 
as bounden by the municipal law of 
another country; such a confession 
would have been in contraven‘ion of all in- 
ternational law and a precedent that might 
prove harassing in the future. Nor could 
the United States offer to modify the treaty 
of 1842 pending this demand, since our Gov- 
ernment would then have been open to the 
charge of having changed the treaty under a 
menace of ita abrogation in a summary and 
discourteous manner, There was and is a 
desire on the part of the United States Gov. 
ernment to enlarge and liberalize the terms 
of extradition between the two countries, 
but no movement could be made in this di- 
rection under the dictation of Great Hritain,

EUROPEAN WAR PROSPECTS. 


Although reports for several days past 


have been favorable to peace in Europe, 
there ate indications continually cropping 
out that the serenity is only on the surface, 


and that the sudden calm is deceitful, and 


may prove the forerunner of a storm as por- 
tentous as that which was threatened two 
or three weeks ago. A glance below the 
surface will show that all the elements of a 


great war are seething in the political cal- 


dron. Every political change in Turkey 
during the past two or three weeks has been 
accomplished by violence. There can now 
be but little doubt that the late Sultan An- 
put-Aziz shared the fate of along line of 
illustrious predecessors, and was murdered 
after dethronement. His violent death has 
been followed by the assassination of Hus- 
sien Avni Pasna and Resarp Pasa, the 
new Ministers of War and Foreign Affairs, 
who had hardly obtained their portfolios be- 
fore they were murdered. It may be said 
that the deed was the work of a madman, 
and that he has been promptly punished, 
but it has none the less demoralized 
the new Administration, which looked 
to these two officers more than to all 
the rest of the Government officials 
to determine the attitude of Turkey 
towards the insurgents and the European 
Powers. Their sudden assassination has 
plunged the Government into dire confusion. 
The new Ministers had commenced to inau- 
gurate measures which would have re-estab- 
lished the Mussulman ascendency, and there- 
by relieved the Empire of foreign influenu 
and the possibility of foreign intervention. 
They had also promised protection to the 
Christians and pledged themselves to adopt a 
policy which would have led te economy, 
justice, and reform. The new policy, how- 
ever, is swept away with them, a Constan- 
tinople dispatch of the 19th inst. affirming 
that the Ministers of the Sultan differ among 
themselves upon the question of creating a 
new Assembly, and have indefinitely post- 
poned the adoption of the new Constitution 


which had been promised. Worse than this, 


the Christians can no longer rely upon the 
promise of protection which had been held 
out to them. Accounts from all sources are 
full of apprehensions of violence, and in 
Constantinople itself the Christians fear a 
general uprising of the Mussulman 
fanatics. In Bosnia, the Turks have 
unfurled the green flag, which means 
no quarter to Christians. In Jerusalem, the 
Christians, alarmed at the excesses of the 
Turkish authorities and the prospect of an 
uprising of the Mussulman populace, have 
barricaded their houses and are preparing to 
defend themselves. The German colony in 
that city, which is the successor of the ill- 
fated New England colony, has sent to the 
Home Government for military assistance, 
and a Turkish army is now encamped by the 
Holy Sepulchre. Meanwhile, a powerful 
Turkish flect is on its way to Crete, where 
the rebellion has become formidable. Thus 
it will be seen that in Constantinople itself, 
in Bosnia and Bulgaria, not to mention 
Herzegovina,- Montenegro, and Servia, in 
Southern Crete, and in far-off Jerusalem, 
the clouds of war are still ominously 
gathering. Again, the relations between 
Turkey and her rebellious provinces have 
not changed in any particular, notwithstand- 
ing the change of Administration. One of 
the first acts of the recently-assassinated 
Ministers was to offer terms to the provinces 
in revolt, which were instantly refused. 
Herzegovina, Montenegro, and Bosnia have 
refused to lay down their arms. Their ar- 
mies are still in the field, threatening Tur- 
key. Servia, through the Prince of Milan, 
has made a formal proffer of loyalty to the 
new Sultan, but it is not the act of the peo- 
ple of Servia, who are already repudiating 
it, and openly giving expression to their 
discontent with the reigning Prince. Their 
army is still under arms, and their intention 
not only to assert their independence, but 
also to annex either Herzegovina or Bosnia 
to their possessions, is just as strong as ever. 
Meanwhile the Great Powers remain quiet, 
with the relations between Turkey and the 
insurgents unchanged. If the Turks inau- 
gurate a religious war, they must interfere and 
wipe Turkey out. If the Turks merely at- 
tempt to enforce their authority, will the 
Great Powers stand calmly by as spectators ? 
Is this the new policy secured by Disraz tr, 
in refusing to agree to the Berlin memoran- 
dum, to let the Turks and their subjects fight 
it out and maintain peace outside the Turk- 
ish frontiers? It looks so. In such an 
event, Turkey’s doom is sealed. 5

Orrin Welsh, an Eminent Commander, and Mr. 
Hewitt, the former a Democrat and Mason, and 
the latter a Republican and not a Mason. had run 
for office On Opposing tickets, in Syracuse. where 
the Republicans had a majority of 3,000, and yet 
Welsh was so strongly supported by the Masons, 
M he was not so well qualified as 
his op vonent, he came within 14 votes of being 
electe . Welsh had command ofa body of Knights 
Templar. and used the State Arsenal and arms at 
Syracuse for drilling purposes. The speaker gave 
an illustration of the proficiency they had ac 
quired in drill, and denounced the conduct of the 
men. The anti-Masonic cause was gaining ground; 
they had been treated fairly in Syracuse y the 
press and public. When they held a Convention 
in thiscity fiveor six years ago, the papers con- 
tained such a masse of incongruities that one would 
have thought a mob of inmates from the Jackson 
ville Insane Asylum had been let loose. The re- 
porters of to-day had made fair reports of their 
proceedings. They were gentlemen, and were en- 
titled to the thanks of the Association. The speak 
er was applauded as he sat down. 

LINUS CHITTENDEN, ' 
of Crystal Lake, related, ina simple manner his 
experiences in the Masonic Lodge. When a man 
became a Mason, he lost his self-respect. When a 
young man entered a Masonic Lodge, he lifted up 
his shirt. allowed a rope to be placed about his 
neck, and thus became initiated.

Before commencing the show, a hymn—‘*‘ Dare 
to be Daniel,” etc.—was sung, and the Rev. Mr. 
Hinman delivered a prayer having «pecial reference 
to the expose. A collection was also taken up to 
defray the expenses of the hall. The Rev. Mr. 
Barlow announced that at 10 o'clock this morning 
the second degree would be worked, and in the 
evening the third.

THE OQUAWKA MURDER.

WHISKY. 


Clearing Up the Docket in Judge 
Blodgett’s Court. 


Keeley and Kerwin,-- The Sentences 
Looked for Friday. 


Conklin Under Examination by a Con- 
gressional Committee. 


CHICAGO, 
* THE FAG-ENDS 
of the Whisky Battalion were reached yesterday 
morning in the United States Court. They have 
been lumbering up the docket for months, until 
their unsightly appearance was too muck for the 
representatives of the Government, and yesterday 
morning the District Attorney either asked jor 
sentence in some of them, or forced the others to 
enter pleas of one kind oranother. In this work 
of cleaning up,” the public at large seems en- 
tirely in sympathy with Judge Bangs, the disposi- 
tion being to have the whiskyites get their deserts 
as soon as possible, and to have the matter finally 
disposed of. 

Ou the opening of Court, Judge Bangs called up 
the case of ) 
RUB r. HUTCHINS AND DAVID COCHRAN, 
and announced ttiat Col. Juessen bad something to 

say on that score. 

Col. Juessen said both defendants were in Court. 
In regard to Hutchins, he had affidavits showing 
that the only offense charged or shown against him 
was a willingness to receive ten barrels of crooked 
spirits. In regard to David Cochran, there was no 
evidence tending to show that he wasin any way 
connected with crooked transactions, except that 
he was present on the grounds at the time of the seiz- 
ure, andthat he rode to the distillery with Hutchins 
at the time of the removal of some barrels. There 
was no proof that he had any share in the removal 
of crooked spirite, and the charge against him was 
do light that he was allowed to plead guilty to 
the conspiracy count. He was unfortunate 
enough to be the brother of Andrew Cochran, now 
residing in Canada without thejregular furlonghfrom 
the Government, but, for all that, he had no busi- 
ness interest in the distillery. Affidavits were also 
read showing that David Cochran was only an em- 
ploye of R. P. Hutchins, and that Hutchins had 
never had any interest inthe Cochran Distillery ex- 
cept that he had lent Andrew Cochran some money, 
and had often bought the product of the 
distillery. The Hutchins rectifying-house was 
an entirely separate concern, and its 
books were where the Government officers 
could inspect them, and thes@ books would show 
that the business of Hutchins & Co. was perfectly 
straight. David Cochran was paid $10 a week in 
the capacity of bookkeeper. The only connection 
Hatchins or David Cochran had with Andrew Coch- 
ran's crookedness was that they drove over to the 
distillery just as the Government officers seized 
the house, and as some crooked goods were being 
removed. David Cochran's affidavit further showe 
that he was now without money and earning a liv- 
ing by running a West Side street-car. 

THE CAS OF ALFRED WATERMAN 
was next called, and a lengthy petition for mercy pro- 
sented, together with a certificate of good character, 
signed by many citizens of DuPage County. This 
petition also stated that Waterman's family, con- 
sisting of wife and six children, one of whom was 
an invalid, needed his aid and support.

KENTUCKY, 
THEY CALLED IT VINEGAR. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Vincennes, Ind., June 21.—At Louisville, Ky., 
on the 19th inst., Revenue Agent William A. Gav- 
ett, of Michigan, caused the seizure of four vinc- 
gar manufacturing establishments, which he caught 
engaged in making distilled spirits, and this after- 
noon he swooped down on Evansville, Indiana, 
and captured another factory of the same kind. 
These vinegar-makers ferment grain, molasses, 
grape, sugar, beer, or saloon-washings, and distil 
the product in large copper stills, condensing the 
alcoholic vapor in great tubs of cold fluid for vine- 
gar. In these tubs are placed two Hel 
cylindrical copper drums, joined together at 
the bottom, made tight, and kept filled 
with a stream of cold water, thus acting the same 
as a flake stand and worm toa still for condensing 
spirit. In this manner the vinegar manufacturers 
have defrauded the revenue of the tax on all the 
spirits they use. On discovering this system of 
fraug, Capt. Gavett promptly reported it to Com- 
missioner Pratt, at Washington, who immediately 
ordered the seizure of these establishments. 
Therefore it is probable that this crookedness will 
be summarily broken up, and honest vinegar man- 
ufacturers who use tax-paid highwines will be pro-

Judge Drummond Dissolves the 
Injunctions in the Railway 
. CapitaleStock Tax 
Cases. 


The Home Insurance Company to 
Declare a Final Dividend 
of 1 Per Cent. 
Miscellaneous Matters from the 
Various Dockets. 


CHICAGO. 

THE RAILROAD CAPITAL-8STOCK TAX-CASES. 

The motion fo dissolve the injunctions granted to 
restrain the collection of the taxes on the capital 
stock and franchises of various railroads and other 
corporations came up yesterday morning before 
Judge Drummond. The Supreme Court of the 
United States a short time ago decided some cases 
involving these questions, dismissing the bills, and 
Attorney-General] Edsall, on behalf of the State, 
then moved for the dissolution of the injunctions 
as to the other similar cages, which application has 
been and is resisted on the ground that the other cas- 
es contain principles and questions which were not 
decided by the Supreme Court. Yesterday morn- 
ing when the cases were called the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was absent, and it was, after some discussion, 
agreed to postpone the argument until he could be 
notified. Ex-Judge Trumbull, however, appeared 
for the County of Peoria against all railroads run- 
ning through it, and moved for the dissolution of 
the injunctions against the collection of the coun- 
ty tax on those railroads. Col. Ingersoll, how- 
ever, was not present. owing to some recent dis- 
turbances in his equilibrium at Cincinnati, and 
these cases were aleo postponed, Judge Trumbull 
then took up the case of the Indianapolis, 
Bloomington & Western Rallroad, in which Mr, 
Henry Crawford appeared for the road, and asked 
to have the injunction dissolved, Mr. Crawford ob- 

ected, etating that there wae an Important question 
nvolved in that case not decided by the Supreme 
Court, That railroad ran through Iiinolsinto In- 
diana, and the Hoard of Kqnalisation, in Asqpasin 
ite capital stock, had also included the capital atoc 
and franchises of the Indiana branch, which was a 
foreign corporation, lle therefore wished an 
opportunity to be allowed to amend the bill and 
teader the amount of tax the Company thought to 
be, due if it could be gacertained. 

Judge Trumbull replied by reading part of the 
decision of the Supreme Court. 

Col. Ingersoll, who haa come in during the argu- 
ment, then stated that he had an amendment to 
make in the cases of the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw, 
the Indianapolis & Western, the Peoria & Rock 
Inland, the erte Pekin & Jacksonville, and the 
lilinois Midland Railroad Companies, to the effect 
thatthe assessment of the capital stock by the 
Board or Equalization was fraudulent; that each 
and every member of the Board knew when he as- 
sessed the capital stock of one road at $2,000, 000 
that it wae fraudulent. Counsel proposed to 
take the deposition of each member to prove such 
fact. 

Judge Drummond said that, in regard to com- 
panies in the hands of Receivers, he had held that 
the officers of the State, the Collectors, shouldap- 

ly to the Receivers for payment of the takes, and, 

f there was no obje@tion to their payment, the 
Receivers would apply to the Court for leave to pay 
them, and the Court wonld make an order to pay. 
If there was no money in their hands, there would 
be some other way found. At any rate the road 
was there. If there was any objection, the Receiver 
would make it known to the Court. 

More random discussion followed, and the Judge 
finally said that he thought he should be compelled 

© dissolve the injunctions in all the cases and then 
Give leave to parties to come in and make motions 
for relief, as that was the only way he could see to 
get to any conclusion.

Canvas- backed shows, in reason and in modera- 
tion, attract the liberal and well-balanced mind, 
Whether it be a Giospel-tent, or a political conven- 
tion, oracireus that demands attention, a broad 
expanse of canvas never falls to exert a magnetic 
influence in all directions, The streamers, the be- 
wildering mase of rigging, and the concomitant 
brase- band, heighten the Illusion and the attraction,
